They were 
disposed to support Russia on the legal 
aspects, but some of them reéxamined 
the matter and concluded that the 
Russian sugar regulations amount to 
practical compulsion to manufacture 
for export. They still doubt the ex- 
pediency of Secretary Gage's action, 
but latterly they have concluded that 
while the policy was mistaken, of 
which, after all, Washington, know- 
ing the complete facts and fostering 
American interests throughout the 
world, was the best judge, it does 
not follow that a back-down is now 
expedient. They claim that such a 
precedent would weaken American 
commercial and political prestige. It 
is, of course, Inconvenient for import- 
ers whose incomes depended on Rus 
sian trade, but it is realized that the 
Russian meat compares unfavorably 
with others and that it always will. 
The actual effects of the discriminating 
duties have not — en as disastrous as 
expected; the decrease in the Asiatic 
imports is chiefly due to the aboli- 
tion of open port at Viadivostok. 
Attention is directed to the increas- 
ing declination of the Russian au- 
thorities to permit the importation of 
goods which the Russians can pro- 
duce, no matter what they cost.

NEW YORK, July 4.—“The fact 
that millions or more Mohammedans 
have been brought under our flag in 
thie Philippines renders Statehood or 
Territorial government for some of 
the population of the islands an im- 
possibility for many years to come,” 
said Gen. John C. Bates, formerly in 
command of the Department or 
Southern Luzon, in an interview here. 

“Believers in the Koran occupy the 
southern half of Mindanao and the 
islands to the southward. Their con- 
version to the Christian faith is con- 
sidered by many as practically hope- 
less, although Jesuit missionaries have 
gone among them. They were won to 
the Mahometan faith from their na- 
tive Paganism by Mahometan mission- 
aries, who had an outpost in Borneo. 

“The relations of the Christians and 
Mahometans in Mindanao are not al- 
together harmonious. According to 
tiie original mandate of their prophet. 
the latter were told to kill all unbe- 
lievers unless such a slaughter should 
interfere with their own advantage. 
The Jesuits deal with them so diplo- 
matically, however, that outbreaks are 
infrequent. The Mahometans wil 
grow jealous and hostile, however, as 
soon as the zeal of the’ Christian 
missionary becomes greater than his 
tact’ The United States has dealt 
liberally with them, however, in order 
to show that it has no partiality to 
any creed or religion. They are 
called Moros or Moors, by the 8 - 
ish, after their ancient enemies. 
Mahometans welcomed our rule. They 
said they were glad of the protection 
which we can offer them and that they 
dreaded conquest from some European 
which would use

A THOUSAND “SOONERS” HAVE 
GONE IN AREAD OF THEM.

Excitement Along tie Margins of the 
Kiowa and Comanche Lands—Defiance 
of Government Methods and Threats 
of Killing. | 


DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

EL RENO (Okla.) July .- 
Dispatch.}] More than 560,000 boomers, 
camped and quartered along the mar- 
gins of the Kiowa and Comanche lands 
about to be opened for settiement, were 
thrown into a fever of excitement and 
rage last night when the news was cir- 
culated that a thousand sooners have 
already invaded the reservations and 
staked out for themselves the choicest 
sections of land. 

It was the government's plan to dis- 
tribute 13,473 homestead claims by re- 
quiring qualified homesteaders to draw 
lots. The “sooners,” however, have de- 
termined -to fight what they call 
“Uncle Sam's lottery scheme.” Acting 
on this determination they have as- 
sembied a humber of legal opinions to 
the effect that the lottery plan is ille- 

and now they propose to grab 
what they want the moment the Presi- 
dent's proclamation is issued, and hold 
the claims, even to the extremity, it is 
alleged, of killing those settlers who try 
to set up their tents and claims upon 
tracts awarded in the drawings. 

Dozens of the most desperate soon- 
ers of the Oklahoma boom are here, 
atmed to the teeth and mounted upon 
fitet horses. They are coming in from 
ung llotted territory to spend the Fourth 
in town, and some of them openly boast 
of having stolen a march on the settlers 
who are waiting. Many of the boomers 
are living in weather-beaten tents and 
are almost starving. They have been 
here for more than a year, waiting for 
the opening of these lands.

“The matter is in the hands of the 
lawyers,’ declared Winchell last night, 
“and so I can say nothing of it. In- 
deed, the proposed consolidation § is 
scarcely a consolidation at all, only a 
consolidation of interests, not of prop- 
erties. 

“As to the two roads, the one I rep- 
resent is capitalized with a stock of 
$20,000,000, and the Frisco road is capi- 
talized at $50,000,000. The latter road in- 
cludes, besides the main  trunk-line 
branches running down to Texas and 
to Oklahoma. The president of the road 
is B. F. Yoakum of Kansas City. So, if 
consolidation is accomplished, the sys- 
tem will include our lines fram the 
South up through Missouri, and the 
other line west through Texas and out 
to Frisco. But consolidation is in a 
rather nebulous state at present.“ 

The sale, it is said, also includes the 
Washington and Alaska Steamship 
Company, operating the steamships 
Victorian, Charles Nelson, Ruth and 
City of Beattie between Tacoma and 
Southeastern Alaskan ports. The pur- 
chase will likewise include the business 
of the Glen line of steamships with 
which service has been recently in- 
augurated between Tacoma and Liver- 
pool and London via the Suez Canal 
and the Mediterranean. The purchase 
of these lines completes J. P. Morgan's 
round-the-world system.

OUR IMPENETRABLE 
ARMOR

In a recent number of the Munich 
Aligemeine Gazette, Dr. Alexander 
von Peez—who evidently wants to break 
“the peez’’ between Europe and the 
United States—recapitulates in the 
most despairing way the marvelous 
advantages of the United States in the 
exciting race for the industrial su- 
premacy of the earth. After enumer- 
ating a variety of manufactured wares 
for which our country is finding a mar- 
ket in different parts of the world, Von 
Peez exclaims: 

“And with all this, the United States 


Inas not yet unbuckled one piece of the 


almost impenetrable armor in which 
she is encased, while demanding open 
doors of others everywhere.” | 

The writer then proceeds to suggest 
remedies for this parlous condition of 
affairs. Never since that memorable 
convention of mice was held, at which 
the burning question, *“‘Who'll Bell the 
Cat?” was discussed, without satisfac- 
tory solution, has there been offered a 
more dubious method to stay the con- 
queror’s march. Listen to his tale of 


woe: 

“What should first be done in de- 
tense, says Von Peez, is to bell the 
cat.” (Oh, no, pardon me; that was a 
lapsus scribendi;) is to follow the ex- 
ample, in regard to tariffs and trade 
treaties, which the United States has 
set for us. At the European seashore, 
and England is included herein,a tariff 
should be established counter to that 
of the Union. But only the restora- 
tion of the tripartite imperial alliance 
would offer all those guaranties which 
are requisite in a matter of such great 
importance. It is probable that Great 
Britain would not remain afar from 
such an alliance.” 

Why, my poor Von Peez man, your 
reasoning is not worth a sou marque. 
The British Lion has gone down on all 
fours before the star-spangled banner. 
Long may it wave! The growling old 
beast knows well enough that his ra- 
tions come from us. Scarce a day 
passes in which reference is not made 
in the British press to the palpable fact 
that England is incapable of feeding 
her teeming millions, and that her 
daily bread is nt to her, by God's 
beneficence, th ch the hands of the 
American farmer. Animals caged in a 
zoo are not more completely dependent 
for sustenance upon their keeper than 
is England today upon us. But with a 
sufficiency of swartzenbrod and Rhine- 
emellmg cheese for his own consump- 
tion, doubtless Von Peez continues to 
babble like a harmless little brook in 
the Black Forest: 

“What will the United States do? 
That is her affair. We only follow her 
example. Perhaps she will propose an 
understanding. But what says Ranke? 
‘It is not in the nature of predominant 
forces to restrict themselves; bound- 
aries must be established for them.’ A 
people so young, acute and rich in fu- 
ture possibilities as the citizens of the 
Union will find undar‘es to their as- 
pirations only en they see that at- 
tempts at further conquest will be met 
with vigorous resistance.“

presumptions, I beg leave to offer for 
your distinguished consideration, dear 
reader, the following smart remarks

INING LAWS. 

A brief dispatch from Visalia, 
in The Times of yesterday, announced 
that the decision of the Commissioner 
of the United States General Land 
Office had been received by the Reg- 
ter of the Land Office at that place. 
This decision is of the highest impor- 
tance, involving property worth many 
millions of dollars. It settles the 
famous test case of mineral claims 
against scrippers. According to the 
@ispatch, the decision of the local land 
office in favor of the mineral claim- 
ants is effirmed. The commissioner 
goes further, and holds mining loca- 
tions, without regard to mineral dis- 
covery, to be an occupation of the 
land. The decision affects thousands 
of acres in several hundred locations. 

Now that this important matter has 
been definitely settled—and settled 
right—it is about time, as we have 
previously remarked, for a movement

These laws at present are not only. in 
many respects, vague and easily mis- 
construed, but they are also to a great 
extent unreasonable and unjust, tend- 
ing rather to retard ghan to develop 
the vast mineral wealth which lies 
underground in this country. For in- 
stance, under the present law it would 
be possible for eight persons to take 
up every acre of unlocated mineral 
land in the United States—and this in- 
cludes oil land—on the first May of 
January, and hold it for speculative 
purposes until the gist of December of 
the following year, a period of two 
years, without doing a “lick” of work, 
at the mere cost of locating the claims. 
In Mexico the law requires fhat a cer- 
tain amount of work shall be done on 
mining claims every few months, 
otherwise the property reverts to the 
government, or to any person who 
chooses to “denounce” it. There are 
other desirable changes in the pres- 
ent law whith might easily be sug- 


‘United States get together and be 
ready to send a strong delegation to 
urge the necessity of a change in the 
laws upon the next Congress. 


UR NEW REGULAR ARMY. 

‘With the close of the month of 
June all the volunteers in the mili- 
tary service of the United States went 
out of the service, under the new army 


law. The same law fixes the strength 


of the regular army at 75,000 men. 
The President was given power to in- 
crease the army to 100,000 men if such 
action were necessary, but fortunately 
this increase was not necessary, ow- 
ing to the virtual collapse of the Fili- 
pino insurrection. 

The present strength of the regular 
army is none too great for the serv- 
fee which it will be required to ren- 
der. It is, in point of fact, remark- 
ably small, considering the vastness 
of the interests committed to its care. 
Those who have inveighed—chiefly for 
political reasons—against increasing . 
the numerical strength of the army. 
undervalue the greatness of their 

try, the vastness of its territorial 
area, and the importance of the posi- 
tion which it must maintain in the 
family of nations. 

An army of 75,000 men, suitably 
distributed, is no more than sufii- 
cient for the ordinary military needs 
of the country. In the event of war— 
as we have learned at a heavy ex- 
pense—a large increase of the army 
is imperatively necessary. Had our 
late war been with any of the more 
powerful nations of Europe, instead 
of with Spain, an army of not less 
than 500,000 men would have been 
requisite. The cost, in money and 
lives, of raising a volunteer army is 
far greater than that of an army of 
regulars, of equal efficiency. The sud- 
den transition of the citizen from 
the ordinary walks of :ife to the mili- 
tary service is attended with many 
ills and dangers not incurred in the 
regular service. Furthermore, the 
raising, equipping, and disciplining of 
a large volunteer army is a serious 
matter, which cannot be accomplished 
satisfactorily in a few days nor a few 
weeks; and in war, time is usually 
an important consideration. 

For the present, the army will be 
stationed about as follows: Between 
40,000 and 50,000 men in the Philip- 
pines; 5000 in Hawaii and Porto Rico; 
5000 in Cuba, and the remainder at 
various points in the United States, 
principally in the cities of the sea- 

The talk that has been indulged 
in, to the effect that the American 
army is a menace to American liberty, 
is both false and preposterous. Pre- 
cisely the reverse is true. The army 
is a protection to the liberties of the 
people, not a menace. Whether as 
individuais or as an organization, the 
men of the army are the peers of any 
equal number of citizens in the mat- 
ter of patriotism, integrity, devotion 
to the fundamental principles of free 
government, and support of the laws 
based upon those principles. All pa- 
triotie citizens know that the officers 
and men of the army may be de- 
pended upon in any emergency, 
whether it be to defend the country 
against foes from abroad, or to pre- 
serve the principles and the practice 
of free government by upholding the 
laws at home. Although they are sel- 
dom called upon to perform the latter 
service, it is as necessary as the for- 
mer, if free representative government 
is. not to perish from the earth. All 
good citizens know and concede these 
facts. Only demagogues and time- 
serving politicians deny them.

Many Promise to Go to 
Work Monday. 


Shops Will Not Have Enough 
Jobs to Go Around When 
Starts. 


The laundry strike ie all over but 
the shouting. The victory of the pro- 
prietors will be complete next Monday 
morning, and already the union agita- 
tors are busy making excuses and shift- 
ing the blame for the signal failure of 
the foolish movement. . 

The strikers themselves are just now 


-_}anxiously seeking a soft place to fall. 


There are not half enough places to go 
around, and each idle worker is sus- 
piciously watching his or her neighbor 
for fear some choice position will be 
filled before the general surrender and 
rush to get back to work. 

The women, who consprise the least 
skilled class of labor in a laundry, will 
be the worst sufferers. It has been 
comparatively easy to break in new 
crews on the mangies, and there will 
be many a poor girl unable to get 
her position back on Monday. Ot 
course, good male markers and distrib- 
utors will be in demand for some time 
to come, but their staying out will not 
prevent the handling of almost the en- 
tire autput in any of the laundries. 

NOT JOBS ENOUGH. 

Of the entire number of strikers al- 
most an equal number of green hands 
have been secured. The proprietors 
will not discharge those who stood by 
—— to reinstate persons who, with- 

t good cause, left them in the lurch. 
Thus it will be impossible for any 
great number of the malcontents to 
get back, and it is confidently asserted 
by several proprietors that on Monday

HOLIDAY OBSERVED. 

All of the laundries affected by the 
strike except the Anchor closed yes- 
terdav which would seem to belie the 
statement th they are snowed in 
by work they cannot handle.

_ PUNK AND POWDER. 


CROWN OF VALLEY CELEBRATES IN 
CHINESE FASHION. :

Plenty of Noise Made by Bombs 
and Firecrackers, but No Formal Ob- 
servance of the Nation’s Natal Day— 
Several Small Fires. 


PASADENA, July [From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent. 
Pasadena’s observance of the nation’s 
natal day was comparatively quiet: 
was free from disastrous fires and dis- 
tressing accidents, but, withal, was 
marked with an evidence of noisy 
patriotism sufficient to indicate that 


the spirit of ‘76 is a robustious shade, | 


and that its shadow has not grown 
less. The din which commenced at 7 
o'clock last evening continued inter- 
mittently all night, popping toy can- 
nons and the five or seven quick, 
sharp reports of blank-cartridge pis- 
tols indicating that Young America 
was impatient for the dawn, which 
broke to the music of countless de- 
tonations of powder. 


The only fire which called for the 
attention of the fire department oc- 
curred shortly before 1 o'clock this 
morning, when an awning was burned 
from the front of the office of the 
Pasadena Electric Light and Power 
Company on South Raymond avenue. 
The fire evidently was started by a 
spark which flew from some giant fre- 
crackers which were exploded in the 
street a short time before, and was 
extinguished by the chemical engine. 
the only damage being the destruction 
of the canvas covering and the biis- 
tering of the paint on the office front. 
Another awning was burned in the rear 
of Bryte’s furniture store on Colo- 
rado street, but the prompt action of 
an employé in Nash's bakery prevented 
a spread of the flames. 

In conformity with a State law, 
about forty members of Co. I in un- 
form, and commanded by Capt. Col- 
lins, marched at 7 o'clock this morning 
to Raynond avenue, between Union 
and Locust street, and fired two vol- 
leys, returning t once to the Armory, 
where they were dismissed. 

Many a little finger was burned by 
patriotic fire, and not a few boyish 
cheeks will carry powder marks for 
several days, but no accident has oc- 
curred sufficient consequence to 
make necessary & report to the police 
or a trip to the hospital. 

One drunk was picked up early this 
morning by Officer Greeley and was 
released on depositing $5 cash bail. 
while in the jail tonight sleeps an old 
Holland Dutchman, who made a lively 
spectacle this evening on Colorado 
street in his attempt to drive his one- 
horse wagon through a crowd of lively 
youngsters, his wagon body filled with 
exploding firecrackers, while his stom- 
ach was ebullicnt with firewater. He 
was gathered in by Policeman Comp- 
ton. 


While there was no public celebra- 
tion in the city, very, few Pasadenans 
left their homes to attend the demon- 
stra in Loe Angeles and ther 
Surrounding cities. the officials of the 
electric railway company saying travel 
from here was unusually light. while. 
with the exception of an excursion of 
about one hundred Maccabees to Santa 
Ana. and scattering crowds to Santa 
Monicoc and other beaches, the steam 
roads carried but small crowds from 
the city.

PATRIOTIC PARADE.

The procession was headed by Grand 
Marshal T. B. Thomas and his aides 
and the Pomona City Band. Next 
ene Vicksburg Post, G.A.R., and the 
living flag composed of 200 young giris 
in red, white and blue costumes, un- 
der direction of C. B. Messenger.

SANTA ANA, July .- [From The

of the largest crowds ever assembled in 
Santa Ana witnessed the Fourth of 
July celebration today. Residents of 
the city were awakened at dawn by @ 
equad of infantry, traversing the prin- 
cipal streets and firing at intervals.

BIG STREET PARADE. 

The street parade wat a little late in 
starting on account of the trains from 
the north being behind time. But at 
10:30 o’clock thirteen coaches loaded to 
the guards pulled into the depot, and in 
a few minutes the Pasadena, Whittier, 
Riverside, San Bernardino and Red- 
lands contingents were in line and 
marching up town, headed by the 
Whittier Cadet Band. At 11 o'clock the 
command. “Forward, march,” was 
given by Grand Marshal George Edgar, 
and the procession moved west on 
Fourth street one mile and then coun- 
termarched to the pavilion on the Har- 
lin tract. 

First came an automobile from Los 
Angeles, followed by the grand mar- 
shal and his aides, Santa Ana Drum 
Corps, Cos. H of the peatiands and L 
of Santa Ana, Sedgwick Post, G.A.R.; 
Whittier Cadet Band and Drum Corps, 
Pasadena Uniformed Knights of the

FOURTH DULY CELEBRATED.

SAN DIEGO, July 4—The Fourth of 
July was celebrated here with the most 
elaborate programme ever previously 
attempted in this city.

At the close ef the parade at 
least 10,000 people assembled on the 
public square, where the Declaration of 
Independence was read, being followed 
by a Fourth of July oration and the 
singing of patriotic songs by a chorus 
of 300 voices. All business was sus- 
pended for the day, miles of bunting 
of the national colors lined the center 
of the city, and generally the ei- 
dences of patriotism were never more 
in evidence in this city than today. 

In the afternoon the celebration was 
transferred to Coronado, where an 
elaborate entertainment had been pro- 
vided for the 10,000 spectators, winding 
up tonight with a fine disnlay of fire- 
works. The carnival will be cont nued 
tomorrow at Coronado, and on Satur- 
day will be the water carnival, con- 
cluding in the evening with a 
battle on the bay. 


ELABORATE AT FRESNO. 
WEATHER VERY COOL.

FRESNO, July 4.—In Fresno today 
was held the principal celebration in 
the valley and the city was crowded 
with visitors from the neighboring 
towns with the exception of Madera 
and Hanford, which had home celebra- 
tions.

The celebration was a general 
one with decorations of streets, a ba- 
rade, literary exercises in the Court

PHILADELPHIA, July 4.—Several 
thousand persons gathered in Inde- 
pendence Square today to hear Wu 
Ting Fang, the Chinese Minister. 
Minister Wu was orator of the day at 
the municipal celebration of Independ- 
ence Day, and the friendly reception 
given the distinguished guest must 
have allayed all fears for his safety. 
based on the fact that he had received 
an anonymous letter threatening him 
with bodily harm. 

Minister Wu began with an expres- 
sion of his gratification at the honor 
shown him and regret over the cir- 
cumstances which prevented his ac- 
ceptance of a similar invitation a year 
ago. Referring to the day, he sketched 
the many important events which had 
occurred upon its anniversaries. He 
made humorous reference to the fact 
that China furnished America with 
firecrackers, and then in a serious vein 
traced a similarity in the educational 
system of China which gave the hum- 
blest citizen an opportunity to become 
part of the government, and the elec- 
toral system of the United States. He 
defined the canons of Confucius and 
Mencius as the Magna Charta of China, 
and quoted the words of Mencius: 
“The people are the most important 
element in a nation, the spirits of the 
land and grain are the next; the sov- 
ereign is the lightest.” 

His closing tribute to the United 
States was as follows: 

“This nation, it seems to me, has not 
s ng into existence without a man- 
ifest destiny. There must be some 
notable ends for which the independ- 
ence of the United States was estab- 
lished. It was to demonstrate to the 
world what great good to mankind a 
free and independent people can do; 
to establish ‘a government of the peo- 
ple, by the pecple and for the people,’ 
to preserve law and order: te treat all 

ple alike with fairness and justice: 
o do away with clannish feeling: to 
make American patriotism synonymous 
with fair play, with the love of man- 
kind, with freedom and liberty, with 
law and justice. By pursuing these 
ends this republic will become the 
greatest power upon the earth, and you 
citizens of this great country will be

A MOUNTAIN TRIP. 


SCENIC ROUTE @F THE DENVER 
AND RIO GRANDE. 
(SPRCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMFS.} 
SALT LAKE Utah) June 30, 1901.— 
The Denver and Rio Grande is fa- 
mous for having the mest picturesque 
route of any railway on the American 
continent, with the one possible excep- 
tion of the line which runs through the 
Andes in South America. The Denver 
and Rio Grande is surely the scenic 
route par excellence of the United 
States. 
From Colorado Springs we retraced 
our course to the south as far as 
Pueblo, whence we diverged westward. 
Had it not been for the rivers that 
have been carving their courses througn 
the Rocky Mounta-ns for thousands of 
years, the Denver and Rio Grande 


Rallway could not have been built. . 


From Pueblo to Malta, 153 miles, the 
‘ine hugs the bank of the Arkansas 
River. passing. in some cases, between 
cliffs half a mile in height. From Malta 
to Tennessee Pass, ten miles, it skirts 
the South Arkansas fork: from Ten- 
nessee Pats 
miles, it keeps company with the Eagle 
River; from Gyosum to Grand June- 
tion it follows the course of the Grand 
River. Here is a total distance of 
miles that the road threads the defiles 
of these beautiful mountain streams. 
A more magnificent spectacle. or series 
of spectacles, than those presented in 
the Royal Gorge, and, in fact, all along 
the line. it would be impossible to im- 
agine. Precipitate cliffs rise on eith 
side of the track to the height of

this place is the cave bath house where 
a basin has been hewn out behind the 
face of the cliff and a capacious 
grotto gives accommodation to bath- 
ers. he water here is warmer 
than in the open basin, and one may se- 
cure a natural Turkish bath at any 
season of tne year.’ The cave bath is 
reserved for ladies in the ,afternoon, 
and most of the pilgrims preferred to 
take a swim in the open basin.

AN ELEGANT HOTEL. 

On an elevated plateau beyond the 
great basin and opposite the, bath- 
house is situated the hotel, a s cture 
which fully sustains the magnificence 
already described.

The dimensions are 224 feet 
across the front and 260 feet from 
front to rear.

I will introduce the application by the 
statement that cow-peas and clover 
have done more for my old home people 
in Illinois than all the organizations 
of granges and patrons of husbandry 
they ever enjoyed.

The 
emigrants bought up all the old clay- 
hill farms they could find, and by their 
more economic manner of living n- 
aged to get along fairly well until "the 
degree of farm infertility ran too low 
even for them, when the boss German 
of each neighborhood began to take his 
people's land on mortgages.

They found that 
they could still produce thirty bushels 
of wheat on their clay farms after peas 
and clover, and not exhaust their lands 
in doing it. I cannot elaborate this sub- 
ject in the limitations of a note,“ but 
the lesson is that the. farmers have 
found within their field a better means 
of improving their financial and social 
conditions than by agitation without 
work.

Day Fumigation. 

There has been considerable d 
sion within the last year of the merits 
of gassing citrus trees by daylight. The 
advocates of day fumigation have been 
very certain that the best results could 
be obtained by doing the work in day- 
light, and at a much cheaper price on 
account of the facility of handling the 
tents and the more, thorough effect of 
the gas when applied in that way. No 
very good reasons could be given for 
this new practice or for giving up the 
old, which was founded upon scientific 
facts and practical experience. It 
seems that no one thought of examin- 
ing the scale in detail, or if he did no 
record was made, to determine which 
of the two plans was the more guccess- 
fu]. I have some very strong testimony 
to offer on this point, which, if not con- 
clusive, is at least of great unanimity. 

On the 20-234 of June the horticul- 
tural authorities. caused to be fumi- 
gated 224-trees in an orchard on Slau- 
son avenue, to determine the effect of 
cyanide upon — scale, when ap- 
plied in proper quantities and with due 
attention to détails. Previous to begin- 
ning the work a careful estimate or 
schedule of the trees was made by Mr. 
Rogers and he submitted a map of the 
grove showing that the trees would re- 
quire from 4% to 7 ounces of cyanide 
each, and one large seedling was booked 
for 19 ounces. After waiting twelve 
days an envelope was filled with the af- 
fected leaves and twigs from a tree in 
each row of the orchard. Forty adult 
scale were examined in each lot under 
one of the most powerful microscopes 
in the county. The result is interest- 
ing and is as follows: 

Out of the 120 adult purple scale 
found on the leaves only 2 per cent. 
showed any indications of life what- 
ever. Of 120 scale examined from. the 
twigs of the same trees only 4 ~er 
cent. were living. The examination was 
thorough and a record kept of each 
Individual scale as it left the glass. 
Now comes the interesting develop- 
ment. Forty „ were dissected from 
the large seedling tree. That tree had 
been given nineteen ounces of cyanide 
in broad daylight, all the others hav- 
ing been treated at night. The big 
tree was under gas for over twenty 
minutes longer than those treated at

Tobacco for Nicotine. 

A gentleman from the East is here 
investigating the possibilities of the 
soll and climate for the production of 
tobacco to be used entirely for the 
manufacture of nicotine. He says the 
proprietors of sheep-dip remedies and 
plant lice exterminators are put to 
heavily to procure enough tobacco 
stem and other refuse of the weed to 
keep them supplied with nicotine. It 
will pay to work tobacco with 5 per 
cent. of this element, but an average 
of seven would be so favorable that 
no company would hesitate to go in to 
the tobacco business if that percentage 
were secure. San Luis Obispo county 
is said to raise tobacco with a very 
high ratio of nicotine and San Diego 
county has experimented heavily in to-

The eastern inquirer told me that the 
seed is sown broadcast for this pur- 
pose and the larger plants cut out as 
they mature, leaving the smaller to de- 
velop into profitable size. Whether our 
perpetually mild climate will produce 
tobacco that may be profitably used 
for the extraction of nicotine cannot 
be determined without more practical 
tests, but the item will be read with 
interest, showing the newest tendencies 
of things agricultural. 

Paris Green Atain. 

A thoroughly posted man on the sub- 
ject of Paris says the faults of 
the laws upon its manufacture ate the 
cause of the loss and trouble experi- 
enced by uses of this insect poison. The 
State of New York, for example, has 
enacted a law requiring the makers of 
this article to put in at least 50 per 
cent. of acid. This law has done more 
harm than good, for it left out the 
word “combined” arsenious acid. The 
active principle is arsente acid and 
the material with which it isadulterated 
is areenic acid. In the maxing of Paris 
green the acid is so combined with 
other chemicals as to make it Insoluble 
in water. The law does not state that 
the acid shall be at least 50 per cent. 
all of which shall be insoluble in water. 
When Perris green is analyzed. under 
the requirements of the law and found 
to be low in arsenic acid, it is brought 
vp to standard by the addition of the 
same acid after the process of manu- 
facture. The additional acid is solu- 
ble in water, and that proportion of 
the Paris green is taken up by the 
stomata, or breathing pores of the 
leaves, and poisons the plant. The law 
should contain the word combined“ 
to become effective for Paris green as 
an insecticide and safe in ite applica- 
tion to the leaves of the plants. 


—— 
Purple Scale Report. 

The results of the first series of ex- 
| periments in the extermination of the 
| purple scale by the use of distillate, as 
made at Rivera. have been submitted 
by the inspector in charge in the form 
of a detailed report. Several of the 
papers have published a fair sketch of 
this document. but the original win 
always be on fle at the commissioners’ 
office for inspection. 

It is a most favorable report of 
what was accomplished in the de- 
struction of the purple scale. Tt 
should not be considered as favorable, 
directly, to the killing of other scales. 
That must be demonstrated as care- 
fully as was done with the purple scale, 
before the growers can rely upon the 
wash in other lines. It is now being 
done as far as the red or black scale 
exist at Rivera. The work has shown 
that the purple scale succumbs easier 
to both the distillate and the cyanide 
where the scale is fastened upon the 
leaves or the fruit. That adhering to 
the twigs is harder to reach, probably 
because the spray or the gas passes 
through or into the texture of leaf and 
rind more readily than through the 
bark of the branches. As the black 
variety seldom adheres to the leaves 
or fruit, it will resist all treatment 
more readily than some other kinds. 

I thing something new will be learned 
from the work that is being done with 
distillate by Tracy Abbot at Rivera, 
and the later experiments of Mr. Rog- 
ers at Los Angeles. At any rate the 
inspector at Rivera and the commis- 
sion is giving out only the facts as they 
develop under the application of care- 
ful detail and resultant from thorough 
inspection. The work at Rivera has 
produced a widespread interest in 
Southern California, but all the author- 
stiee can say at this time is that not 
a fact is allowed to go unrecorded at 
the commissioners’ office in this city. 

— 
An Eastern Inquiry. 

I have been all over Southern Call- 
fornia within the last two years, and 
fail to note or learn of serious depreda- 
tions from rabbits. The fact is, the 
last four or five seasons have not been 
propitious for the propagation of rab- 
dite in this section, and the Belgian 
hare has refused to break away from 
his happy home and ruin the orchards, 
es was predicted. That little animal 
has been the cause of much more loss 
to the people by remaining in confine- 
ment. 

As a rule, the orchards of this part 
of the State are old enough to be proof 
against great damage from rabbits 
even were they to become plentiful 
again. which they may with a few such 
seasons as this. The gophers will kill 
very large citrus trees, however, and 
should be driven out at al! hazards. So 
I cannot see the benefits of adopting an 
Official tree protector by the accept- 
ance of any paint or other liquid appli- 
cation to put upon the body of the tree 
to stand off the rabbits. At present 
there is no need of anything, as far as 
my observation goes. 

“Rats,” or Borers. 

Circulars are being sent to our or- 
-ehardists advertising the extermination 
of tree borers in a very peculiar man- 
ner. You must first find the tunnel 
made by the tree borer. Then dip a 
small wire into the dope, and run the 
wire into the tunnel. It will get the 
insect every time, so say the circulars. 
The announcement states that painting 
trees with the preparation makes them 
immune from rodents and borers. If 
after a tree is properly painted with 
the preparation, and a rabbit barks it, 
sent in your tree with proper affidavit, 
and a reward of $25 will be paid. It 
would be easy enough to send a tree

A very curious occurrence is reported 
from a village only 12 miles away form 
Athens, writes a correspondent. A 
schoolmistress, who was recently ap- 
pointed to the village of Salesi, on as- 
suming her duties, discovered that her 
pupils could not understand a single 
word of Greek, which was also a for- 
eign language to their parents. The 
one language they, spoke was Albanian. 
She immediately tPiecraphed how mat- 
ters stood to the Ministry, who sent an 
interpreter to her rescue. It is a com- 
mon thing for the villagers of the 
Greek mainiand to employ Albanian as 
their chief language, but this is the 
first and only instance where the Greek 
language is not spoken or understood 
at all in a place so near the capital.
